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1. SPECIAL TOPICS. 





l. Bxtra-Territoriality in China. 


)Extra-territoriality in China has been defined as the application 
of the principle that "the foreign resident in China is subject to no 
provision of the law of China either as to his person or to his property 
(except that in the tenure of land the lex loci must apply) but at all 
times and at all places is entitled to ths protection of his own national 
law administered by his national officials". (i1.B.lforse). 

The Treaty of Nanking concluded 20th Au,., in 1842 botween Great 
Britain and China made no specific mei..ion of extra-territoriality but 
provided for the appointment of consular officors to reside at the five 
epen ports "to be a medium of communication botweon the Chinese authori- 
ties and the merchants". In 1844 the princivle of extra-tierritorialit, 
wes clearly laid down in the Treaty between the United States and Chine 
in terms which were subsequently adopted in the Treaty of Tientsin con- 
¢luded between Great Britain and China i4% 1856 and treaties concluded 
from time to time between China and o*tner Powers. In the Chefoo 
Convention between Great Britain and China and in the supplementary 
Treaty between the United States and Cnina, signed at Peking Novembor 
17th 1880, the principle was somewhat amplified, Article 1°77 of the 
latter Treaty providing that tn controversics between the Chinese Empire 
and citizens of the United States, such cases should be tried by the 
proper official of the nationality of the defendant. By the operation 
of the most-favoured nation clause as among the Powers enjoying exra. 
territoriality privileges in China, treaty provisions with one Power 
have become automatically effective for all the Treaty Powers, numbering 
16. 
, In the long history of the devclopment of the privileges of the 
System it became established that all cases, with the exception of those 
tried at the mixed court of Shanghai, in which no froeigners were involv... || 
should be tried in Chinese Courts according to Chinese law. Contro- 
versies between two or more nationals of the same Treaty Power were unde 
the jurisdiction of the Consuiar or other courts of that Power. Contuc- 
versies betwcen two or more netionals of difrcrent areaty Powers were 
determined by the laws ard authuritics of the States concerned accordine 
to such agreements as existed betweon these States. Controversies s f 
between nationals of non-Trcaty Powers and nationals of Treaty Powers in 
Phich the latucr werc defendanis were determined by the authorities of 
the Treaty Povers. In civil or criminal suite in which non-Treaty 
Power nationals were acfendants jurisdiction was in the Chinese Courts. 
Gontroversies in which all the parties were noneTreaty Power nationals | 
were to be settled by the Chinese tribunals. Controvergeies between \ 
Chinese and national Treaty Powcrs were to be determined by the tribunalc 
of the defendant, and the laws of his country were to apply. 

Dr Wang Chung Hui, the Fresident of the Commission on Extre-terri- 
toriality, stated at the Washington Conference that resentment of these 
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nrivileges was due to the fact that wnereas these extra-territorial 

rights had veen granted at a tine when there were only 5 Tiecaty Ports 
tnése nlaces had increased to 50 and an equal number of places open to 
foreign trade on China's initiative. This ueant that tnere Was an ev®2:’ 
increasing number of persons within Chinese territory over whom sile Was 
almost powerlcss. Dr Wang also enwnerated other obdjections in additio1 t 
to the derogation of China's sovereign rights, stressing the perplexity 
of the legal situation ani the clnims of foreigners for imaunity from 
local taxes and excises. 

As early as 1902 a clause was inserted in Article le of tne British 
Commercial Treaty, generally known as the Mackay Treaty, in which Grea 
Britain undertook to consider the abolition of extra-territorial rights 
if the Chinese judicial system were reforined and brought into accord 
with that cf Western Nations. A similar clause anveared in tne Commer- 
cial Treaties of 1905 with the United States and with Japan. In 1903 
Sweden undertook to relinquish ner extra-territorial rignts as soon as 
the other novers had agreed to do tie same. In 1904 a Cuinese law 
eodification Commission, instituted by the Chinese authorities, began 
its preperation of five codes. According to the Crinese Year Book of 
1925 the Corvmmission had completed the final drafting of a penal code, the 
penal vrocedure code and the civil procedure code. The dexree of 
judicial reforia accomplished is a much disouted question. 
| The Chinese Delegation raised the question of extra-territoriality 
at the Peace Conference, while as the result of China's entry into ths 
war extra-territoriality was no longer exercised by Germany and Austria. 
(By the Sovict-Chinese Agreement of May 1924 the U.S.S.R. relinquished 
her former rights). At the Washington Conference in 1921 a resolution 
was adonted that a Commission should be apnoinied to enquire into the 
existing practice of extra-territorial jurisdiction in China. Therearterc 
various delays occurred and it was not until January 1926 that the 
Comnission met in Peking. Tne Comnission was composed of renreseéiita- 
tives from the United States, Great Britain, France, Italy, The Nether- 
lands, Belgium, Janan and Portugal, as signatories of the Washington 
Conference resolution, and Denmark, Sweden, Spain and Peru by special 
adherence. Bach of these Powers as well as China reserved the right to 
accent or reject all or any portion of the recomuendations. 

On Nove:sber 28th of this year the Doreisgn Office Issued PartlV 
of the Report of the Exira-territoriaiiuy Cormission containing the 
recommendations of the Commaissicners wiich were as foliows :- 

1. The administration of Justice in respect or the civilian 
population of China to be entrusied to a judiciary effectively protected 
against any interference. 

2. The improvement of the existing legal, judicial, and prison

system. 


3. The third recommendation sugested that after the carrying 
out of the recommendations the Powers might consider the abolition of 
extra-territoriality according to a prorressive scheme. 

4.- Pertding the abolition, thé Potters; vit. the co-onersiion 
Sf the Chinese Government wherever necessary, sioule ‘zake cert:.in 
modifications of the existing systems and practico. 
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5. Pending abolition the nationals of the Powers concernod 
ghould be required to pay such taxes as may be prescribed in laws and 


| regulations duly promulgated by the competent authorities of the Chinese 
“Government and recognized by the Powers as applicable to their nationals. 


The modifications suggested in the fourth recommendation included 
the adoption as far as they deomed possible by the Powers of Chinese laws 
and regulations in their extra-territorial and consular courts; the 
withdrawal of a foreign assessor in mixed cases where the defendants 
were under Chinese jurisdiction, a closer approximation in the organi- 
xation of the Special iiixed Courts to the organization and procedure: of 
the modern Chinese judicial system; the correction by the Powers of 
certain abuses arising from the extension of foreign protection to the 
Chinese as well as business and shipning interests the actual ownership 
of which is wholely or mainly Chinese. 

Wang Chung-Hui, the Chinese Commissioner, declared his disappoint- 
ment that the Commission found it inexnedient to recommend the immediate 
abolition of extra-territoriality owing to the present conditions of 
China. 


2. Mandates Procedure. The Present Controversies. 





In 1921 the Pernament Mandates Comaission drew up a list of 50 
questions as a guige for the annual mandatory reports in African and 
Pacific greas. This list did not cover all topics affecting the ful- 
filment of the mandates texts. Moreover, of the British Mandatories 
only the Government of Nauru used it as a skeleton for its reports. 


| Meanwhile the reports grew very bulky, containing much material desired 


by the Colonial Offices of the Mandatories mingled with that needed by 

the Mandates Commission. 

Therefore in 1924-1926 the Commission drew up a new list of questions 
numbering 118. In their Minutes they emphasised that the list wasa 

device for classifying and reducing their work, and that questions 

answered in the first reports based on the list would need no repetition 

in subseqent years. They also asked for a ruling from the League 

Council regarding petition procedure, for their rules gave no indication 
whether they could give audience to petitioners, merely stipulating thai 

the Mandatory vetitioned against should be representod when the petition ' 


Was discussed. 


On Sentember 3rd 1925 Sir Austen Chamberlain, in the League Cotmcil, 


| stigmatised the "questionnaire" as inquisitorial, the idea of giving 
_ audience to petitioners as dangerous, the Mandates Comnission as tending 
| to usurp the administrative function of the Mandatories. Ali the other t 


Mandatory Powers save Australia made similar speeches. Disinterested 

States in the Assembly vindicated the Mandates Commission and its work. 
The criticism caused some surpriss, as it was held that the 1926 

List asked for no new information. in fact, of the 118 questions, Great 

Britain had answered 117 in previous reports, Australia the total 118 

New Zealand 115. The Mandatories also sent legislative texts.

The Treaty of Tirana. 

A treaty of friémfship and arbitration between Italy and Albania 
was signed at Tirana on Hoveuber 27th. The following is the text ef the 
Treat 

Italy and Albania, with the object of strengthening their reciprocal 
relatioms and security and having regard to their geographical position 
and as a contribution to the censelidation of peace, and animated by the 
desire to maintain the political, juridicaa, and territorial status que 
of Albania within the framework of the treaties ef which both are sig- 
natories and of the covenant of the League of Nations have decided to 
conclude a Treaty of Friendship and Security and have appointed as pleni- 
poteniaries: for His Majesty the King of Italy, Baron Aloisi, Minister 
of His Majesty in Albania; for His Excellency the President of the 
Republic of Albania, M. ¥¥reni Minister of Foreign Affaira for the 
Republic of Albania, who, having exchanged their full powers, have agreed, ' 

Article l.Any movement directed against the political, juridical, and 
—c status quo of Albania is contrary to their mutual political 

nterests. 

Srticle 2. To protect these interests the high contracting parties bind 
themselves to give each other mutual supnort and cordial collaboration; 
they further bind themselves not to conclude with any other Power 
political or military agreements prejudicial to the interests of the 
other party named in this Treaty. 

Article 3. The high contracting parties undertazs to submit to a 
special procedure of conciliation or of arbitration questions which might 
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arise between them and which it has not been possible to settle by the 
erdinary diplomavic means. 
The methods for the procedure of this pacific settlement shallbe 
determined by a special convention which shall be cencluded as soon as 
ossible. 
. Article 4. This Treaty shall remain in force for a period of five 
and shall be denounced or renewed a year before its expiration. 
Article 5. This Treaty shall be ratified and thereafter registered with 
the League of Nations. Tne ratifications shall be exchanged at Rome. 


The American Memorandum on Tacna-Arica. 
On November oUth Mr Kellog, the Secretary of State for the United 


States, transmitted to the Governments of Chili and Peru a memorandum 
dealing with the Tacna-Arica controversy. The memorandum proposes the 
wession to "the Republic of Bolivia in perpetuity of all right, title, 
and interest which" Chili and Peru "may have in the province of Tacna- 
Arica; that as an integral part of the transaction provision be made for 
adequate compensation to be given by Bolivia, such compensation to be 
determined in direct megotiation between Chili, Peru, and Bolivia; and 
that the good offices of the United States be availed of to fix the 
character and amount of compensation and its equitable apportionment 
between Chili and Peru". Te memorandum further proposes the perpetual 
demilitarization of Tacna-Arica, the maintenance of the city of Arica as 
a free port, and the reservation from the transfer to Bolivia of the 








promonotary known as The Mooro of Arica, which woyld be placed under 
international jurisdiction as "a memorial to the valour of both Chili 
atd Peru". 

On December 5th the Chilean Government informed the State Department 
of its willingness to “consider in principle" the proposal that had been 


made by the United States. It made the reservations, however, that 
there must be an antecedent treaty of amity and commerce with both Peru 
and Bolivia, that the term demilitarization must be understood in its 
widest sense, and that a stipulation must be made that Tacna-Arica 
could not be transferred in whole or in part by any of the contracting 
nations to any other Power. It has been reported that Bolivia has 
assented to the proposal but up to date no official communication has 
been received from the Peruvian Government.

The League Council. 
There are twenty-two items, some of considerable importance, on the 
agenda of the Council of the League of Nations, now holding its 43rd 


session at Geneva. The principal interest in the meeting, however, lies 
in the private conversations which have been taking place between the 
Foreign Ministers of Great Britain, France and Germany on the question of 
transferring the control of German disarmament from the Inter-Allied 
Commission to the League. A considerable difference of opinion is 

known to exist between the two Powers most intimately concerned, and it 
is Sir Austen Chamberlain's policy to attemp, to reconcile the differing 
points of view. A statement is expected to be issued in the course of 
the next few days, but it is unlikely that the matter will come up 
officially at the present Council Meeting. 

China is not likely to loom so large in the Council discussions as 
appeared probable a week or two ago. The now defunct Pekin Government 
has sent to Geneva its usual delegate, Mr Chao-Hsin-Hsu, while the Canton 
Government has also a representative knocking at tne door. Until the 
Western Powers have had time to adjust their outlook to tne new situation 
in China, it is obvious that any discussions concerning that country can 
have little significance. 

As foreshadowed, the Council decided to appoint Herr A.Dufour 
Feronce,, former Councillor to the German Embassy in London, to the 
position of Under-Secretary-General on the Secretariat. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain proposed that a woman should be appointed on 
the Health Committee of the League. The matter is to come up again later 





The Position in the Saar. 

3 The recent report of the governing Commission for the Saar Valley 
appears to be much more satisfactory than any of its predecessors. 
Under the guidance of Major Stephens, the Canadian who has been appointed 
in place of the former unpopular French President of the Commission, 
reforms in administration are being carricd out. The strength of the 
local gendarmerie has now been incregsed to 1,000 men. Steps are also 
being taken to relieve the Saarois population from the burden of many 
of the vexatious customs and tariff restrictions, which during the past 
six years have hampered the free flow of trade and intercourse between 
the Saar and Germany.
